PRICES 

Wednesday the Borden Condensed 
Milk Co., opened its books at the local 
factory for semiannual contracts cov- 
ering the coming six months. Practi- 
cally all the old patrons and a great 
many new ones signed and seemed to 
be satisfied with the prices offered for 
summer milk. 

The Milk Producers' association de- 
mand of $1.55 a hundred pounds for 
milk testing 3.5 per ce*nt in butter fat 
was met with scales varying from that 
of the Borden company, 21 "5*6 cents un- 
der the demand, to that of the Jelke 
company, 8 5-6 cents under the demand. 

Milk association officers have declared 
that farmers were holding out all over 
the district and that nine Borden plnnts 
had not more than 20 contracts all told. 

The Borden company, first in the field 
with prices, offered exactly the same 
scale as last year, an average of $1.33 
1-6 for 3.5 per cent milk and $1.36 1-6 
for 3.6 per cent milk. 

The Bowman Dairy company which, 
competes With the Borden company 
throughout this territory, announced 
shortly afterwards that it would pay 
$1.45 5-6 for 3.6 milk, the same as the 
premium price last year on 3.6 and 3.7 
milk. 

All prices are on a sliding scale call- 
ing for the addition or subtraction of 
three cents for each tenth of one per 
cent over or below the butter fat baBis 
on which the price is baaed.— Richmond 
Gazett.

IS GAINING HEALTH SLOWLY 



Friend Johnson: 

I noticed in this week's News a brief 
item with reference to the Lake Coun- 
ty Hospital. Possibly a comment from 
one who has spent six months in the 
tuberculosis ward may be timely and 
not entirely out of place. 

To the unthinking taxpayer the ex- 
pense given will appear enormous. 
Again the explanatory sentence with 
reference to the class of patients may 
also have a different meaning than in- 
tended. 

With reference to the latter I will 
say that the citizens of Lake county 
should feel a personal pride in the in- 
stitution. It is worthy of Lake county 
and really a requirement that every 
county should have. 

With regard to patronage; that is 
matter of individual opinion. It is 
mistaken idea to think that cases ^ 
typhoid, pneumonia or other serious cUs*' 
eases, which require constsnt and pain- 1 
staking care and observation can ' be 
cared for better at home. Ordinarily a 
mother, . sister or other relatives"or 
friends- will over-do .in -their efforts to 
make a dear one comfortable Trained' 
nurses can be secured, of course, but In ;' 
the ordinary home conveniences are not' 
at hand *which are available , in. ajwell ': 
appointed, hospital. 

• "Oorc::ci rirensv , wou Id be dci n g th emV 
selves as well as their afflicted relativea 
dependent upon them a favor to send 
them where regular, treatment by com- 
petent, skilled nurses is to be had, and 
for a very reasonable amountl 

It is my opinion, however, that Lake 
county's populace, is not generally in-, 
formed as to this* institution ar.d are of 
the opinion, that its primary purpose is 
to care for. the indigent. 

With reference to the expanse,: one 
should withhold their criticism, until 
they have personally I inspected the 
place and observed t*he working meth- 
ods employed. 

I have had ample opportunity to ob- 
serve the methods employed in the 
ward or department where I am, in 
reality, quarantined, and. will at some 
future time outline in detail the sys- 
tem in order that the readers of the 
News may become informed sufficiently 
to entertain no sentimental doubts 
about sending tuberculosis patients here 
for treatment. 

My own case may interest some who 
know me. 1 came here with little hope, 
but with a determination to gain every 
possible advantage. My improvement 
has been slow, as we presumed it would 
be if at all. Throughout the six month's 
I have been comfortably and painstak- 
ingly cared for and believe that before 
the summer is over will be rid of the 
plague. But set backs may come and I 
am far from normal strength, and 
weight. That I am alive I believe is 
due to the Mercy God and my. coming 
here where every advantage to fight 
the disease is at my disposal.

Loudon, March 21.— Nino persona 
were killed .and 31 injured In another 
Gorman aoroplane raid on the Kentish 
coast. Tho raiders, four in number, 
dropped 48 bomhs. Dover and its 
harbor were shelled, the towns of Deal 
and Margate were bombarded. 

The war ofllce issued tho following 
statement: 

"Four German seaplanes bombarded 
tho cast coast of Kent today. 

"The first pair appeared over Dover, 
flying at a height of from 5,000 to G.UU0 
feet. One dropped six bombs in the 
harbor and then proceeded northwest, I 
dropping bombs on the town. The i 
other, nftor passing over Dover, ap j 
peared over Deal, and dropped several 
bombs. 

"Tho second pair bombarded Rams- 
gate, after which one went west and 
tho other north, pursued by a British 
aeroplane. One bomb was dropped on 
Margate. The second machino ap- 
peared over Westgato, where our aero- 
planes engaged in his pursuit and no 
bombs were dropped. 

"The casualties so far reported are 
nine killed and thirty-one Injured. As 
far as can bo ascertained 48 bombs 
were dropped. 

"One bomb fell on the Canadian hos 
pltal at Ramsgate, causing some dam 
age to tho building, but no casualties. 
Material damage was inflicted on sev- 
eral houses. 

"Flight Commander Bone in a single- 
seated aeroplano pursued one raider 
30 miles to sea, where, after an action 
lasting a quarter of an hour, tho raider 
was forced to descend and the observ- 
er was killed."

CARDINAL G0TTI IS DEAD 

Succumbs at Rome After Long Illness 

— Was Considered as Successor to 

the Late Pope Pius X. 

Rome, .March 21.— Cardinal fiottl 
died here after a long illness. Cardinal 
Girolamo Gottl's decline began on Sep 
temher 25, 1915, when in a fnlnt ho fell 
violently to the floor of his ofllce, suf- 
fering a slight concussion of the brain. 
Since then his condition became daily 
worse and on March 13 he became so 
gravely ill that the last rites, of the 
church were administered. After the 
death of Pope Pius X, Cardinal Gottl 
was highly considered* as the deceased 
pope's successor. Only his ago— he 
was sovGiity-cight then— stood againBt 
him. Cardinal Gotti was born In Genoa 
on March 2D, 1831.

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VILLA IN FIGHT WITH CARRANZISTAS; 
TRAPPED BY FORCE UNDER PERSHING 
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Bandit Defeated by First Chiefs Troops at Namiquipa— Amer- 
ican Expedition is Split Into Three Sections and Are 
Closing In on Outlaw and His Gang. 



El Paso, Tex., March 22. — Francisco 
vVIlla was in a desperate battle with 
Carranza forces under Colonel Cauo 
at Namiquipa on Monday. Mere the 
bandit loader turned on his pursuer 
and made a stand, after a running 
fight which started at Las Crnces dur- 
ing the forenoon. 

United States troops' from the com- 
mand of Col. George A. Dodd are hur- 
rying to the support of the Carranzis- 
tas from EI Valle. Another detach- 
ment is following the trail which 
leads to the pass through the moun- 
tains of Babicora. It is believed Villa 
will retreat in the direction of Laguna 
Babicora. 

U. S. Men to Join Fight. 

ReportB indicate the Americans will 
be in the midst of the lighting soon, 
either at Namiquita or the mountain 
pass. An engagement at the latter 
point would give Villa a distinct ad- 
vantage, as ho is expected to glvo 
light from the mountain slopes. 

General Pershing reported on Mon- 
day that Villa had been reported de- 
feated by Mexican government troops 
near Cruces and that ho was retreat- 
ing northward. General Pershing's 
report was followed, however, by the 
uuofllcial report that Villa was still 
lighting Carruuzistns under Colonel 
Cano at Namiquipa, south of Cruces 
Colonel Cano has 900 cavalrymen. 
Villa May Go to Mountains. 

If the Carranza force wins in the 
fighting that was said to be continu- 
ing lato in the day Villa will have to 
move northward along a road over 
which a detachment of American 
troops is riding southward, or leave 
the road and head lor the Santa Maria 
mountains tliat parallel the road to 
the east, or to the Oriental range ou 
the west side. 

Retreat, according to the .report, is 
impracticable because of the .presence 
In the rear of Mexican troops who 
forced him to turn northward from 
Cruces. 

The detachment that is headed 
south on the road along which Villa 
was reported as advancing is ono of 
three subdivisions operating south of 
Casas Grandes. 

One column was sent toward Lake 
Babicora, 70 miles south of Casas 
Grandes and somewhat to the west. 
The other two detachments moved as 
one to Galeana, south and east of 
Casas Grandes, and there separated, 
one continuing in a more easterly di- 
rection toward Carmen, 05 miles from 
Casas Grandes, and the other south 
toward Cruces, 50 miles south of 
Casas Grandes, which now has be- 
come the advanced hasc of the expedi- 
tionary forces. 

Pershing Directs Moves. 

Just where General Pershing is was 
not announced, but he is directing tho 
work of the three detachments and 
by means of scouts is attempting to 
keep in communication. 

It was known at headquarters, 
however, that divergent directions 
will make this difficult. The moun- 
tainous character of the country also 
will afford elevations that will make 
more feasible communication by sig- 
naling. 

From all points to which tho three 
detachments are moving Villa has 
been reported in the vicinity. Al- { 
though it Is realized that he could not 
hav;e been at all points where he was 
said to have been, the three detach- 
ments will bo so widely separated by 
tho time they have gone a short dis- 
tance farther that it was regarded as 
almost certain that one of them 
would come In contact with him. 

Force Near Valle. 

The force moving toward Cruces 
was only a short distance north of 
Valle, twenty-eight miles north of 
Cruces on Monday afternoon. 

The steady and rapid advance of a 
part of General Pershing's force into 
Mexico has increased the desire of 
those at army headquarters here to 
bo permitted to use the Northwestern 
railway for moving supplies. Cruces, 
a point that probably will be reached 
jby one of tho cavalry detachments, 
lis about 200 miles from the border, 
and Lake Babicora a like distance. 

It was pointed out that any delay 
In getting supplies through from tho 
border* to Casas Grandes, from where 
they can bo sent forward to the mo- 
bile units operating south of thero, 
might interfere seriously with General 
Pershing's plan of pursuit. 

General FunBton evinced no im- 
patience, but ho did show concern, 
:and expressed tho hope that Carranza 
'would not misunderstand tho motive 
for his request. 

Even if tho request is granted, it 
l will be some days before tho road can

be used, because at two points at least 
repairs will have to bo made. Ameri- 
can rolling stock will havo to bo sent 
across the line, and American crews 
and dispatchers will bo used. 

General Funston has mado it plain 
to the war department that his only 
desire to use the road is for tho trans- 
portation of supplies, but ho has not 
concealed the fact that a guard would 
bo placed on every train and that It 
might become necessary to station 
guards at different points along tho 
Hue. 

General Pershing has advised Gen- 
eral Funston that he has found quan- 
tities of alfalfa for his animals, also 
that he has experienced difficulty in 
getting fresh beef. 

More Troops in Mexico. 
Columbus, N. M., March 22.— A large 
body of American cavalry, left here.' 
Tho troops which were brought here 
from Texas border points were pre- 
ceded by a motor train carrying sup- 
plies. Whether tho detachment will 
serve as a separate command In tho 
effort to capture Francisco Villa or 
whether it is to join the punitive ex- 
pedition force now in the held under 
General Pershing somewhere in north- 
ern Chihuahua was not indicated by 
military authorities here. 

Accompanying the troops were a 
number of American civilian scouts, 
said to know every foot of the moun- 
tain trails of Chihuahua. 

That more Villistas than tho 70 al- 
ready accounted for were killed in the 
running engagement following the 
raid on Columbus was indicated in the 
discovery of three additional bodies 
neantho boundary reported here by 11. 
K. Lemmon, a ranchman. 

Allow Villa to Escape? 
El Paso, Tex.. March 22.— Tho Car- 
ranza forces have failed to hold their 
end of the net that was closing about 
Pnncho Villa and the bandit chief has 
escaped in his mountain haunts about 
Guerrero, according to reliable infor- 
mation received hero. 

Tho escape of the bandit Is, how- 
ever, far from being the most serious 
Item of news which reached tho bor- 
der. A feature of the gravest Impor- 
tance was injected into the situation 
by substantial confirmation of the nu- 
merous reports received for tho last 
week that the Mexican troops were not 
only failing to cooperate with the 
American troops but in certain In- 
stances, at least, were actually with- 
drawing from the field of operations. 

Refused to Fight Villa. 

It was learned on unquestionable au- 
thority that the troops of the de facto 
government which had been stationed 
at Casas Grandes have been with- 
drawn and are now in and about 
Juarez. From the same sourco It was 
learned that at least one detachment 
of Carranza troops had refused to 
fight Villa and had withdrawn on the 
bandit's approach, leaving him free to 
pass into his favorite mountain fast- 
ness In the great continental divido 
south of Namiquipa. 

This detachment withdrew on re- 
ceipt of a message that ho was war- 
ring not on Mexicans, but' tho eno- 
mles of Mexicans. 

Tho extraordinary rapidity with 
which tho American cavalry had 
pushed into Mexico gave rise to high 
hopes that the unexpected had hap- 
pened and the notorious bandit was 
cornered. This seemed inevitable If 
the Carranza soldiers did their part 
and if the account of the strength of 
their field forces was correct. 

Moves East and North. 

In the last few days Villa has been 
variously reported by \ General Gavira, 
the Carranza commander at Juarez, 
at points along a line reaching north 
and south from Galeana to Nami- 
quipa, a distance of about seventy-five 
miles. By the same accounts he has 
not "been moving steadily south but 
roving north and east. 

The mountainous, canyon-split, road- 
less country in which ho Is operating 
adds many miles to tho country ho 
has covered as compared with Its dis- 
tance on the map. 

The reason for some of tho Car- 
ranza troops moving to the border re- 
mains unexplained. It is impossible 
oven to make a fair estimate of the 
number of men under General Gavira 
at Juarez. 

General Perohlng reported that the 
garrison at Casas Grandes wns "friend- 
ly but passive." In the snmo report 
he said that the Mormon colonists 
there looked upon tho Americans as 
their "rescuers." New estimates 
placed by General Pershing placed 
Villa's losses in killed, wounded and 
deserted since crossing the line to at- 
tack ColurabuB at 200.

War Department Take3 Immediate 

Steps for the Enlisting of 20,000 

Additional Men. 



Washington, March 17. — The senuto 
approved unanimously tho joint reso- 
lution adopted by the houru to hring 
the mobile army up to its .full 
strength, which would udd about •20,- 
000 men to the present establishment. 
The resolution now goes to the presi- 
dent tor his approval. 

Sixty-nine senators were In tho 
chamber and all voted for tho reso- 
lution. When the vote was announced 
Senator McCumher declared It served 
as notice to the world that "tfo na- 
tion ami this congress stand*! as a 
single man in defense of American 
rights." 

As soon as tho senate assembled 
Chairman Chamberlain of the military 
committee asked unanimous vconsont 
for consideration of the house resolu- 
tion. 

Senator Gronna, Republican, at 
first objected, hut withdrew his op- 
position, while Senator Hoke Smith 
offered an amendment to stipulate 
that new enlistments should not bo 
for more than two years. He. agreed, 
however, not to press his proposal. 

Senator Vardaman. Democrat, urged 
immediate action for tho moral sup- 
port it would give to tho campaign 
apainst Villa, but a vote was delayed 
while Senator Newlands, Democrat, 
spoke on preparedness and urged his 
proposal for a Joint congrno!onal 
co .mittco to coordinate defense leg- 
islation. Unanimous approval of tho 
house resolution then followed. 

When word that the senate had 
adopted the army resolution reached 
tho war department the adjutant gen- 
eral's ofllco took steps to begin re- 
cruiting the additional men immedi- 
ately. Instructions were prepared for 
recruiting officers throughout the Uni- 
ted States to conduct an active cam- 
paign. 



Vessel Carried 87 Passengers and 

Crew of 300, All Reported 

Saved. 

London, March 18.— The 13.001) -ton 
Royal Dutch Lloyd liner Turnaiitin, 
outward bound from Amsterdam lor 
'tho River Platte, with 87 passengers, 
threo of whom were Americans, and a 
crew of U00 was sunk Thursday off 
Noordhlnder lightship, on tho Dutch 
coasL A Central News dispatch from 
Amsterdam quotes the captain, 11. K. 
II. Wytsma, as saying his ship was tor- 
pedoed. Semiofficial reports from Ber- 
lin claim that she struck a mine. Ad- 
vices indicate that all on board wero 
saved. 

The Turbantla was struck at about 
three o'clock in the morning, a great 
hole being torn in her stern. Sho re- 
mained afloat, however, until about 
8:30. She sank about two miles east 
of Noordhlnder light. 

The explosion put tho steering gear 
of tho vessel out of commission, but 
no one on board was injured. Water 
running through the gap in tho ves- 
sel's stern penetrated tho corridors 
and engine room. It wns alono owing 
to the fact that the modern construc- 
tion of tho ship — sho was In service 
only a year — enabled tier to lloat for 
several hours after receiving her death 
blow, that tho loss of llfo was not 
heavy. 

The Turbantla, which carried a gen- 
eral cargo and malls, was making for 
Falmouth, whero sho was to tako 
aboard passengers for South America, 
when tho explosion occurred. Her 
proximity to the coast enabled rescue 
ships to reach her quickly. Her calls 
for assistance were answered by a 
life-saving vessel from the Hook of 
Holland, tho Dutch steamship Kraka- 
tau and two other ships, ono Dutc-i 
and ono Swedish. 



llascl. Switzerland (via Paris), 
March 22.— When twenty-throo allied 
aeroplanes raided Muelkausen, upper 
Alsace, tho greatest aorial battle of 
tho war look place. Accounts just re- 
ceived hero declare that moro than 
fifty machines wero lighting at such 
closo quarters that tbo German nntl- 
alrcraft guus had to ceaue firing to 
avoid hitting their own machines. 

One French airman rammed u Gor- 
man machine, which fell In Humes. 
Five German aeroplanes and threo 
French fell, the occupants of all being 
killed. Even while tho allied airmen 
were fighting thoy dropped a number 
of bombs upon military positions. 
Many thousands of persons witnessed 
tho combat. 

London, March 22.— Sixty-five allied 
aoroplanes bombarded the Belgian 
coast town of Zecbrugge. All returned. 

Zecbrugge 1b on tho Belgian coast 
twelvo miles northeast of Ostcnd. 
Sinco the German occupation, this port 
has become of considerable impor- 
tance, particularly as a German sub- 
marine base. It is ono or tho princi- 
pal points from which submarine op- 
erations in the North sea arc directed. 

The following official statement was 
mado: 

"In the early hours of the morning a 
combined force of approximately fifty 
British, French and Belgian aero- 
planes and seaplanes, accompanied by 
fifteen fighting machines, left and at- 
tacked the German seaplane station 
at Zecbrugge and tho aerodrome at 
Houttave, near Zecbrugge. 

"Considerable damage appears to 
have been done Tho machines on tho 
averago carried 200 pounds of bombs. 
All the machines returned safely. 

"Ono Belgian officer is reported se- 
riously wounded. 

"All tho British machines referred 
to wero naval."

WASHINGTON* — The grounds surrounding tho base of the Washington 
monument may be beautified still 'further 'by- the setting out there of a 
screen of evergreens and other shrubbery, as tho result of tho eighty-second 

annual meeting of the Washington 
' - National Monument society." Also, an-

tho meeting, to . meet a demand of 
libraries all over the country, the edi- 
tions of two previous histories of the 
c £r%\ monument having been exhausted. 

%T _ Several interesting old stories 

were revived in connection with the 
monument as the result of the meet- 
ing. When the monument was being 
built and tho stones were being re- 
ceived from the states they were placed, as received, in a long shed near the 
monument, known then as the "lapldariuro." Tourists and souvenir hunters 
haunted this place, and when they were not carefully watched they chipped 
off pieces of tho stones to take home. A medical society sent a stone with 
carved figures of personages in the medical world, and the souvenir hunters 
chipped off the hands of some of the figures. Michigan's stone bore a coat 
of arms In silver. Vartdals took a letter or two of silver out of the .motto of 
the coat of arms, although these were replaced. 

There is to this day Bomo..little uncertainty that the Btono representing 
Texas is actually tho Btone sent' by that state. Old records (dated 1850; 
bhow a resolution of thanks to Texas oincials for a Btone, so It Is certain that 
n stone was sent, but the stone in the monument is badly defaced and 
deteriorated, and It is intended to urge Texas to replace It. It Ib defaced so 
badly that the carvings cannot be identified as the carvings of the Texas 

stone. ■ " ■ 

One Interesting thing about the monument is the aluminum cap on the 
topmost point. This is about 12 by 9 inches, and, years, ago, when It was 
brought to Washington, it was a great curiosity, as it was. said to be the 
first piece of aluminum of any size ever made. It cost the government $300.
